The P.oy Scouts of America uniform 
may he worn hy any hoy scout twelvi; 
years of tige or over who is n-giilarly 
eiiroHeil with the national council, all 
associate srotits, iibjiieer scouts, veter¬ 
an scouts, and all boy scouts who have 
been grantiil a certificate of .si-rvletc 
|irovl<li:d th,‘y are in good standing 
with the local scout atithoritles in their 
respective eoimnnnities, and all uilult 
officials tiad laenibers m good standing 
of the P.oy Scouts of America. 

It may he worn at troop m.-ietings 
and socials, hikes, coiniis, educational 
trips, rallies, (lemoi;-'lrations ami slm- 
liar events, church or clitiiiel services; 
when taking formal tests; when ap- 
[icaring before a court of honor for ex¬ 
amination or awar'Is ; when ordered up¬ 
on official duties, in such capacities as 
ch1c gullies or messengers. Hag rais¬ 
ing exercises, scout ln'adfiuarter.s’ or¬ 
derlies, first aid worker.s, etc. 

During tlie period of the war, all 
scout and .scout olficlal.s sUotild wear 
their uniforms, whenever practicable, 
in order that they may be easily called 
for any service for which the scout 
movement gives training. 

It should not he worn when solicit- 
fng funds or engaged in any selling 
campiiign; wlail engaged In any dis¬ 
tinctive political endeavor; when n)v 
[learing upon the stag,' professionally; 
when taking part in parade.s other than
